What Jewish Chaplains Saw 


The Rev. I. Levy, Senior Jewish Chaplain to the 
BL.A., in a letter to THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 
writes: The world has heard of the notorious 
death camp of Bergen Belsen, recently liberated by 
our Forces. The press and radio have made refer- 
ences to it and to the “ sights " which many come 
to sec. What thought’ has been given to the 25,000 
odd Jewish inmates, | wonder? 

[| have just returned from a tour-day stay there. 
My gplicague, the Rev. L. H. Hardman, has been 
there since the second day of its liberation and 
has done yeoman service in helping the Military 
Government to bring some order into this disas- 
trous chaos I was with him for a short period 
to lend a hand. We need help and more help. 
Are there any Jewish groups of relief workers 
ready to jom us? We need hundreds of them. 

1 feel that | owe it to the Jewish Community 
at home to give them some idea of the scenes in 
this horrible camp, but | cannot describe the inde- 
sctibable. There are no words to convey the 
tragedy and misery of those tens of thousands of 


hapless victims. 
“ Death's Holiday Camp 


There are two camps, Numbers | and 2. No. 1 
is “ Death's Holiday Camp,” called by most 
the “ Horror Camp.” The stench reaches to high 
heaven. Death stalks abroad and no human power 
can ‘stop the hand of the Angel of Death from 
claiming his victims. Thousands have died already 
in these last few days, and daily the toll continues. 

o date we have buried some 20,000 men, women, 

dd children, and there are more to fofow. The 

dical authorities are trying to fight a hopeless 
battle and are saving as many as ts humanly pos- 
ible. . Typhus is raging furiously, also I.B. and 

ysentery. People walk around the camp looking 
like human skeletons. They have no flesh on their 
harried bones. Children are cooped up with their 
parents, living in the midst of the greatest squalor 
and filth that can possibly be imagined, Does this 
convey anything? I realise that it ts madequate. 
Perhaps a few details will help. ¢ 

No. | Camp is divided up into two maim sections, 
for men and women. Some 20,000 women and 
15,000 men are there. The sections are subdivided 
isto blocks each housing several hundreds of sutter- 
ing human beings. They lie on the filthy floors 
clothed in rags.and tatters. Lice and vermin 

e everywhere. When the liberating forces 
atrived they found corpses lying around the camp 
stull unburied. The living lay in close proximity 
with the dead. Corpses were used as pillows and 


mattresses. There was no means of removing the 
dead; the living had no strength to drag 


the bodies out of the huts and leave them in the

BUCHENW ALD 


An Urgent and Terrible 
Human Problem 
By DR. E. MEYER 


Dr. E. Meyer, an accredited representative 
in London of the Swiss press, and a lecturer 
on international affairs, has just returned from 
a visit to Buchenwald and Weimar. Shortly 
after he came back he addressed a private 
meeting of the Board of Deputies. The follow- 
ing article was written exclusively for THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Buchenwald was by no means the worst of. the 
Nazi concentration camps. Indeed, it was their 
* model” camp. They quite often showed dts- 
tinguished visitors around, Incidentally, when 
those visitors asked what was the attractive-looking 
red building at the far end of the camp,. with 
smoke rising from its chimneys, they would be 
told that.it was the bakery, in which, présumably, 
visitors would not be interested. The “ bakery 
was, in fact, the camp crematorium. 

The number of those who died at Buchenwald 
is recorded on a monument already erected to 
their. memory... It is 51,000. How many of the 
victims were.Jews it is impossible to say. Nor ts 
it known how many Jewish prisoners were trans- 
ferred from. this camp to Auschwitz or other 
camps to be exterminated. .1 was reliably informed 
that about 3.000 Jews were taken away by the 
camp S.S.° guards when they hastily. fled on 
April 


- 2,000 Jews Still There 


I was told by American officers now in charge 
of the camp that the number of Jews stili there 
is between 2,000 and 3,000 

lt was never anticipated that. the concentration 
camps would become starvation camps. Yet such 
was the position in Buchenwald, for instance, that 
the chief medical officer told me that_of the 
21,000 prisoners still alive, about a quarter are 
really ill and = in need’ of immediate medical 
treatment 

At Buchenwald I saw the six incinerators in the 
crematorium, each capable of burning five human 
bodies at atime. I saw the corpses heaped outside 
There may have been fifty or a hundred or even 
more. The staring eyes of. the dead and ther 
tousled hair and their gaping. mouths took away 
all ability to count. 

was on the point of leaving these gruesome 
surroundings when | was stopped by a number 
of prisoners anxidus to talk to somebody from 
London who might, perhaps, be able to help them 
trace or perhaps even put them in touch with 
their relatives. 

In their midst | saw a young boy. I went over 
and spoke to him. He told me m Yiddish that his 
name was Samuel Schildkraut and that he was 
13 years old. For four years he head been living 
among the adults in various camps. His mother 
and sisters had been killed. Hts father had been

JEWISH AFFAIRS AT 
FRISCO 


Palestine Will Not Crop Up 


Jewish leaders attending the United Nations Con- 
ference in San Francisco are concentrating on 
trying to secure the adoption of an International 
Bill of Rights. The obstacles being encountered 
are rather formidable. 

[he Soviet. delegation, it Stated, is very 
cautious about any proposal which might allow 
forcign interference in imternal Soviet life, and is 
believed to be cool towards the idea of a Bill of 
Rights because the Bill might~ give anti-Sovict 
clements an opportunity of provoking cases among 
the many nationalities mm the U.S.S.R 

Little enthusiasm for the proposal is sjown in 
Britrsh circles. 

Even the United States delegation, akhough in 
principle behind the Bill, ts divided as to the 
question of the immediate objects of the Confer- 
ence, since some members belreve that it should 
restrict. wself to establishing an International 
Organisation which then could act on matters such 
as a Bill of Rights. 

One of the first steps taken by the Conference 
was the appomtment of a special body to be 
known as “ Commitiee No. 4° to deal with the 
question of imternational trusteeships for mandated 
areas. 

Ihe appomtment of this Committee in no way 
contradicts Mr. Attlee’s statement, reported in our 
last msue,: that no specific reference to Palestine 
is to be made at the Conterence 

Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise and Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann are at present in ‘San Francisco to 
represemt the Jewish Agency, and have taken with 
them a memorandum from Dr. Weizmann 

Inquiries in authoritative circles in London this 
week revealed the conviction that no discussion 
whatsoever upon Palestme will take place or on 
any other specific subject, although the general 
principle of micrnational trusteeship might well 
be argued 

Ihe Arab delegations are atiracting some attention 
in the press because of their colourful appearance 
So far they have abstained from any statements 
regarding Palestine United: States oil interests 
have placed experienced public relations advisers 
at the disposal of the Saudi Arabian delegation 

The delegation of the Canadian Jewish Congress 
to the Conference will seck support for the follow- 
ing demands: (1) Establishment of Palestine as a 
Jewish Commonweahh: (2) punishment as war 
crimmais of those responsible for anti-Jewish 
persecution and atrocities; (4) restitution of con- 
fiscated Jewish property; (4) restoration of - civil 
rights for the Jews in all countries where they have 
been deprived of these rights: (5) abolition of state- 
lessness; and (6) establishment of international 
machinery to secure and guarantee these objectives 

In reply to a request from Col. Morris Mendel- 
sohn, President of the New Zionist Organisation of 
America, Seflor Valesco Ibarra, President 
Eucador, stated 

“ The Ecuadorian delegation to San Francisco 
has been instructed to defend, if the case arises, 
the legitimate rights of the Jewish people to its own 
administrative regime within the geographic area 
imposed by the history, tradition, afid glories of 
the Jewish race. . The future world must be based 
on justice- if we want peace.” * 


PROBLEMS FOR ZIONIST 
COUNCIL 
Mizrachi Want World Session - 
on Immigration 


A request by the Mizrachi for the convening 
of a world session of the plenary Zionist Genera! 
Council in either New York or London will be 
the subject of discussion at a meeting of the 
Inner General Council, which will be. held. in 
Jerusalem next Tuesday, | learn écables our Jeru- 
salem correspondent). This meeting in Jerusalem 
will not consider broad political issties such as 
Jewish policy at the San Francisco Conference 
or the talks in London, but Mr. Shertok will 
report on his meetings with various leaders in 
Italy. Greece, and Egypt, and will give a survey 
of his visit to the Jewish Brigade. ; 

But the Mizrachi feel that .a world plenary 
session of the Council is necessary. in view of the 
latest developments in connection with immi- 
gration. These include the authorities’ refusal to 
permit the admission into Palestine of a group of 
Jewish repatriates from the horror camp of Bergen 
Belsen, who were sent (to Algiers from Switzerland 
There is also a request to consider the whole 
position concerning the immigration of Jews from 
Greece and Italy, whom Mr. Shertok visited and 
among whom he found the strongest desire to 
settle in Eretz Yisrael, in view of the general 
conditions in their present domiciles.

Glasgow Man's M.M. 


Lance-Corporal (now Corporal) Leslie Coussins, 
South Wales Borderers, second son of Me. and 
Mrs. Lours R. Coussins, of 16, Glenwood Drive, 
Rouken Glen, Glasgow, has been awarded the 
Military Medal for gallantry in Burma 

L/Cpl. Coussin’s battalion, cut off for days, 
almost without food. were fighting in North Burma 
when their food truck was captured by the Japan- 
esc oussin ofheer Organised a2 cover screen 
to retrieve the truck, but four attempts to do so 
met with failure. Then, when his officer was 
wounded, the Lance<orporal decided with a 
section of four men to stalk and rush the enemy 
position. Through thick jungle, the men advanced,

On reaching the enemy machine-gun post, 
Coussin'« ran out of ammunition, but he charged 
the gunner and clubbed him to death with the 
built of his gun The small party not only took 
the position, but captured three light machine-guns 
and kKriled 18 Japanese in less than half-an-hour. 
Coussins was wounded in a later action. and is 
now im hospital in India 

Born in Glasgow. he joined the Army at the 
outbreak of war, when he wax 20.

ABOUT BOOKS 


THE SONCINO BIBLE 
The Psalms 


Reviewed by the Rév. Dr. R. Travers Herford 


It is a pleasure to. welcome this first volume 
of a series which should add new lustre to the 
Sencino Press and new honour to its chief. The 
series is to imciude all the books of the Hebrew 
Scriptures, providing in each case text, translation, 
and short commentary—all presented with the 
excellence of paper, printing, and binding for 
which the Soncino Press is justly famous. For a 
book produced under war-time conditions this 


volume is a thing of which the publisher may well 
be proud. 


The general intention of the series is to offer 
to the reader what may be called the essential 
Bible, i.c., the various books as far as possible 
in the form in which they first impressed the 
minds of their readers, and in which. through 
transiations, they have impressed the minds of 
man in all succeeding ages as no other collection 
of writings has ever done. With this aim in view, 
the text presented is the accepicd masorctic text 
without emendation or conjectural alteration: the 
translation is as clear and accurate as possrbiec, 
and the commentary confined within narrow limits 
a kept strictly ta the point. 

tis is eminentiy characteristic of the present volume 
which contains the Psalms: and im no other volume of. the 
serics could such effort to keep to the essential point ‘be 
mote mécessary. For the book of Psalms is one of the 
imperishable ircasures Of mankind: and the force of the 
appeal which it makes. and always has made, to the deepest 
cléments in haman nature is weakered if attention is drawn 
away to Questions of grammar, history, and textual criticiem 
These are right and Proper as tar as they go. but they are 
omy of secondary importance And if. as in the present 
cage. the aim is to make the real spiritual appeal of the 
Paaims felt and owned.in the consciousness of the fcader, 
then their secondary matters arc wiscly. left out This latest 
ediion of the Psalms is not intended for scholars as such, 
but for the general reader, for those at least who are 
accustomed to reflect upon the deeper issucs of their fwes

answered with any appfoach to certainty Ihev are 
wanscripts of religous cxperiénce in the souls of unknown 
men. wanscripts of varying deerces of faithfulness to what 
was cxperienced, and of intujtions always of equal dent’ 
They have had an influence upon those who have read 
them such as no other “ poems of the inner life  haye 
ever had, because those readers have fclt an inward assent 
to what the psalmists have said. an assent assured and 
heartielt im Proportion as the caperience recorded is 
universal cather than particular Some of the Psalms are 
marked by Strong cxpressions of abhorrence against “ the 
wicked " of various types, and they jar upon the feelings 
of those who have learned a nobler cthic: but it is not 
these Pealms which have won the heart of mankiad. and 
madc # own that here if anywhere sou! speaks to soul out 
of the depths 

It is evident that in handling such a book as the Psalms 
it iS necessary use especial care fest character as 
source ef spiritual influence be endangered. The translation 
is for most readers the only form in which they know the 
Psaims, and they are sensitive to any departure from the 
words which they know and love. The tanslation in the 
presemt volume is that of the féwish Publication Society of 
America. which kecps close to the tradition of feeling as 
walt as of language represented also by the Authorised 
Version and the Revised Any necessary changes are 
indwated in the commentary this is in accordance with 
Jewish thought and. partly based on Jewish exegesis; but 
non-Jewish scholars have been consulted, and non-Jewish 
readcrs will find much which they will be glad to icarn 

{i all the succeeding volumes in the series of the Soncino 
Rible are as good as the one with which it opens, it will 
be a ereat achievement, and especially to be commended if 
the presem wmec.. For this is an age Of spiritual unrest 
and apparent decline. It is good to have this reaffirmation

OBITUARY 


DR. SALIS DAICHES | 
Edinburgh’s Well-Known Rabbi | 


The death occurred on Wednesday of the 
respected Rabbi of the Edinburgh Congregation, 
Dr. Salis Daiches, at the age of 65. 

A little over a year ago the 25th anniversary of 
Dr. Daiches’ Ministry at Edinburgh was celebrated 
and many tributes were paid to him for his suc- 
cessful efforts in achieving unity in the local Jewish 
community, and for hws fine work mm representing 
Jewry and Judaism to the non-Jewsh community. 

deceased minister was the second son of 
the late Rabbi I. H. Daiches, of Leeds, and 
younger brother of Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches. 
of Oxford. He was born in Vilna, Poland. He 
received his education fir at Kongsberg. and 
later entered the University of Berlin and also 
became a student at the Rabbinical Seminary of 
Dr. Hildesheimer. He took a special interest in 
philosophy and the results of his research work 
on David Hume were embodied in a Leipzig 
publication, “ The Relation of David Hume's 
History to his Philosophy.” At Leipzig in [902 
he became a member of the Royal Philosophical 
Seminary, and there obtained two prezves for his 
essays on “ Empiristic Philosophy and on Kant's 
“ Religion.’ His thesis on Hume was accepted 
by the Faculiy of Leipzig Unversity, and he 
graduaicd there. in 1903, Master of Arts and 
Doctor of Philosophy } 

Dr. Daiches came to England in 1904, and served 
as Minister and Teacher of the Hull Old Hebrew 
Congregation until 1907. Hi? 1905, he received his 
Rabbinical Diploma from his father and trom 
Rabbi Solomon Cohen; of Vilna. Afier some time 
in London, spent in philosophical studies at the 
British Museum, the Rabbi was elected to fill 
a vacancy at Sunderland, caused by the appoint- 


ment of his brother, Samucl. as Lecturer at 
Jews’ College in 1908. In the same year, he 
married Miss Flora Levin, of Liverpool Dr. 
Daiches remained in Sunderland until 918. In

1918 he received a call“ to Edimbureh 

An ardent Zionist, Dr. Daiches attended severa! 
Congresses.. He acted as President of the Join! 
Zionist Council for North-East England, a mem- 
ber of the executive of the Council of the Zionist 
Federation, and President. of the Edinburgh 


Zionist Association. and was an honorary mem- 
ber of several beacons of the Order of Ancien! 
Maccabeans. On occasion he expressed forth- 


night views on Zionists methods, Wien a Golden 
Book certificate was presented to him a year ago 
he said: 

There were those «who imagined that to be a truc Zionisl 
meant to endorse ecvery move and every attitude of fhe 
oficial Zionist Organisati and to approve all the methods 
adomed by certain m furtherance of the 
success of Zionist effort This Was mistaken view and 
miaht casily lead to very unfortunate results The support 
Yee Men” was ot no teal of tasting valuc .t0 any 
cause, least of all to a cause which embraced such a lotty 
spiritual ideal as’ the reecneration of the Jewish peopic in 
its ancient homeland 


Dr. Daiches was a frequent writer to the Scottish 


press on matiers affecting Jewry and contribuict 
many letters and “ Supplement articles to 
Jewish He took an mmipertant part 
m combating misssonary activity in Scotland. The 
late Rabbi was Past Master of the Masonic Lodge 
Solomon, No. 1299. and founder and First 
Pressdent of the Dr. Salis Daiches Lodge of the 
Order Bnai Brith, Edinbureh. 

Dr. Daiches had been for many years one of the 
pane! of sermon-wreiers for this paper and by a 
tragec comecidence the coniribution m week's 
imsuc, wih pathetically appropriate from 
Dr. Daiches's pen

RABBI DR. B. DRACHMAN 


Rabbi Dr. Bernard Drachman, who has died in 
New York, at the age of 83. was regarded as the 
Dean cf American Jewish Orthodox Rabbis He 
was Rabbi of the ongregatrion Zichron Ephrawm 
for 55 years. We assisted Dr. Sabato Morais in 
1886 in establwhing the Jewish Theological

FEDERATION 


First Steps in Appointment of Rav 


The first meeting of the General Council of the 
Federation of Synagogues since the new elections, 
was held at the Federation's premises in Leman 
Street, E.1, last week. crowded 
attendance, A was welcomed for the 
taking of preliminary steps in the appointment of 
a Federation Rav. 

Mr. Aaron Wright, President, was in the chair. 
In making his Presidential statement, he said that, 
after the elections at the end of February, a new 
era began in the history of the Federation of 


Synagogues. 

In the eight weeks since they were elected, 
the Hon. Officers had had a whole series of fairly 
arduous meetings. They had been concerned with 
the task of improving and their 
administrative arrangements and t quality of 
their organisation, and he believed they had made 
some useful progress in that direction. Lord 
Nathan had n invited to act as the solicitor 
of the Federation and his firm had agreed so to 
act. He also welcomed Mr. Marks, as the auditor 
of the Federation. Mr. Marks was also auditor 
of the United Synagogue. 

It would, he continued, be a source of pleasure 
to them to know that they had already had quite 
valuable assistance from the United Synagogue, 
which had placed at their disposal, quite freely, 


their very wide administrative organisational 
knowledge and experience 
Synagogues Owing Money 


Mr, Jack Goldberg, one of the Treasurers of 
the Federation, submitted the baljance-sheet for the 
year, which was adopted. 

Mr. Goldberg said there were still large sums 
of money owing to the Federation by various 
Synagogues, akthough much of it had been reduced 
since the balance-sheet had been sent out, 

The following resolution was submitted by the 
Hon, Officers and the Finance Committees: 

“ The Generali Council warmly weicomes the proposa! 
that a Rav should be appointed to act as Spirital Head 
of the Federation of Synagogucs and asks the Hon. 
Officers and Finance Committees to take preliminary stcps 
as soon as possibile, it being understood that no appoint- 
ment wil be made. without the prior approval of the 
General Council 

Mr. Wright recalled that the late Dr. Jung was 
appointed Rav more than 30 years ago and served 
the Federation for nearly ten years. He died in 
1921, since when the post had been vacant. Speak- 
ing for himself, he thought it was a thousand 
pities that a post of this kind should have re- 
mained vacant for a period of 24 years, and he 
thought that if the Federation was to play is part, 
the sooner it appointed a spiritual head the better. 
What they were being asked to do at thal meeting 
was to approve of the principle. 

Mr. A. E. Magen moved the reference back of 


the resolution because he though it was not the 
ropriate time to elect a Ray for the Federation. 

e was .worried about the Talmud Torahs, and 
they could not expect a gentleman of the high 
standing of such a Rav to go to .the Talmud 
Torahs, visit the classes, see the tcachers, and 
point out to them what was required. 

Mr. Gale seconded. 

Mr. Joel Slutsky said that the very argument 
of the moves and seconder had proved that this 
was the moment expedient for such a move, be- 
cause they had shown that it was necessary for 
some great spiritual preacher so to arouse the 
Jewish consciousness that the ion of finance 
and of Talmud Torahs would automatically’ be 


should fi 
question of Jewish unity involved, because they 
“did not want two Chief Rabbis.” 

After further discussion, the motion that the 
question be now put was carried, 

In the course of his , before a vote was 
taken, the President said there was not the slight- 
est intention or danger of splitting the community 
or of setting up a rival Chief Rabbi. He had 
every reason to believe that the appointment of a 
spiritual head of the Federation, far from being 
unwelcome to the high personages that had been 
mentioned, would, in fact, be extremely welcome. 
He agreed that the Rabbanim should be consulted, 
and, in fact, he had met a representative deputa- 
tion of Rabbanim, with whom he had discussed 
this matter at considerable length. 

The reference-back motion was lost by an over- 
whelming majority, and the resolution, put as the 
substantive motion, was carried 


A Disqualification Clause 


Another resolution set down by the Hon. Officers 
and Finance Committees, was. as follows: 


“ Any person convicted of an offence and sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment for three months or more shall 
not be eligible for election to any office in the Federation 
nor be permined to act on behalf o1 the Federation in 


the capacity of Trustce of any Synagogue or as a dele- 


gate of any Synagoeguc of the Federation or for and on 
behalf of the Federation in any other capacity whatso- 
ever, and if amy sech person holds such office or has 
been ec ected a Trustee or a delegate or acts in any other 
capacity as aforesaid. he shall on conviction be Gisquali- 
ficd automatically from holding such office or acting as 
such Trustee or dciegate or in any other capacity as 
aforesaid.” 


This resolution was moved by the President 
Mr. J. Kahan moved its reference back, but with- 
drew in favour of a suggestion by Mr. Magen that 
the disqualification period be limited to five years. 
‘ith this clause inserted, the meeting adopted the 
resolution. 
The ‘meeting of the General Council was pre- 
ceded by a brief meeting of the Burial Committec, 
to .pass the balance-sheet of the Burial Society. 
accounts were adopted, on the motion of Mr. 
J. Turner, one of the Treasurers of the society. 


“BLACK TUESDAY ” IN 
STEPNEY 


London’s Last Rocket Kills 130 


The last’ of. the enemy rockets to fall on, London 
came down on Hughes Mansions, Vallance Road, 
Stepney, killing 130 people, all but 28 of whom 
were Jews. Later three more died in hospital. 


. This was the second largest death-roll in the seven 


months of Southern England’s ordeal by V2’s. 

Tuesday, March 27, when the rocket crashed 
down, at 7.20 in the .morning, Will be remem- 
bered in the East End as “ Black Tuesday,” writes 
a JewisH CHRONICLE representative. 

Whole families were wiped out. In three instances 
the children of the family were the only survivors ; 
in two others Servicemen home .on leave were 
among the dead. One of them was Pilot-Officer 
Gerald Mantus; who was spending six days’ leave 
after six months’ training in Canada. He was 
killed outright with his tather. 

Pilot Officer Mantus was a member of Brady 
Street Club, which mourns the loss of 21! 
members killed in this disaster. The club held 
a moving memorial service for them. on April 17. 
Seven belonged to. the Brady Boys’ Club; seven 
to the Brady Girls’ Club: and seven to the Brady 
Junior Club and Play Centre. 

Mrs. Annie Freeman would have been alive if 
she had not gone out as was her wont to ect 
some hot rolls for breakfast for her husband and 
daughters. They were not hurt—though the ‘ceil- 
ing came down. The mother was caught by the 
bomb outside. 

Post-Warden Satter (who had been in nearly 
every incident in Stepney) was killed with his wife 


and son. But his daughter was rescued. 
Alderman and Mrs. Vollasky were also among 
the dead. 


In another flat, the mother, her married daugh- 
ter and baby, and her -single daughter were all 
wiped out and so were Mrs. Nadolnick and her 
unmarried daughter-Lily. Lily was the social 
captain of the Brady Girls’ Club. 

At No 45. Mr. and Mrs. Cohen and_ their

daughters Irene and Cissie were all killed, Irene 
was the table-tennss champion of Brady Girls. 

At No. 69, Mr. Rabin was the sole survivor 
He lost his wife and three children. 

Great courage and fortitude were shown that 
noreee the severely injured and by the 
rescuers, wo heroes were the Incident Officer, 
Mr. P. Marcus, who is also the District Warden, 
and the Assistant Incident Officer, Mr. D. Jacobs, 
who is also the Depaty District Warden. Both 
showed prodigious courage and energy in coping 
with the grim situation. . 

By a process of elimination from the plan of 
the buildings (which our representative was shown), 
they were able to find out who was missing and 
who was not They got to work sWiftly. 

Mr. Jacobs had only a short time before had 
a bomb fall just behind his. house, and akhough 
he suffered injuries to one of his eyes and legs, 
he managed to free himself and to get his wife 
and children out to safety. Because of his in- 
juries he had been offered two days’ leave. Both 
Mr. Marcus and Mr. Jacobs were on duty for 
24 hours a day for four days with only three 
hours’ break in between, and | was. told (writes 
our correspondent) by quite a number of peopic 
who were on the spot on that fateful morning 
that both are regarded as real heroes. 

Mr, Jacobs. and others paid a tribute to Miss 
Miriam Moses, J.P., who as the W.V.S. leader for 
the district showed great devotion to duty and 
was untiring in her efforts to help the sufferers 

Within ten minutes of the disaster Miss Moses 
had opened an inquiry point. She herself had 
been flung out of bed at the Brady Club in Han- 
bury Street when the rocket dropped, but was 
mmmediately on the scene of the incident, and her 
task was faciliiated by. the fact that she knew 
practically every one of those who lived in this 
block of flats. She was on duty all that day with- 
out a moment's break, and on the next day the 
Incident Office was transferred to the Club. 

Miss Moses spoke of the great help given by 
the United Synagogue Burial Society in the funeral 
arrangements, .In view of the tragic emergency 
the Chief Rabbi had given his permission for the 
Burial Society offices to be open on the second 


day of Pesach (Friday).

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
Prayers—Short & Long 


“Heal me, O Lord, and ? shall be jieaied: 
Save me, and I shall be saved; For Th.) ort my 
praise.” (Jeremiah xvii, 14.) 


oo is one of the shortest and most impressive 
prayers offered up by any prophet. Jc:emiah 
summed up in these words his dependence op 
God and his confidence in Divine Help. Unies 
and until his broken body was healed and his try 
spirit restored, he could achieve nothing ciiher for 
his people or for himself. So few people realise 
how much a man may be able to express in g 
few words. There are so many fanhful servants of 
God who could not and would not give expression 
to their inmost thoughts and sentiments in a sen. 
tence or two. That is why even extremely pious 
people imagine that it is only by the use of many 
words and copious sentences that they can preseng 
their petition to God in an effective manner. R; 
through the ages there have been worshippers ig 
Israel's Houses of Prayer who have regarded ther 
supplications as wort of important occasions 
only if ' could spend hours in eXpressing or 
repeating their sentiments. Hence the frequent 
comments on the part of outsiders on the len 
of Hebrew services and the proportion of time 
spent in prayer on solemn and festive occasions, 
ese outsiders seldom notice that w)),: they 
describe as “ long -services™” or “ 
repeated prayers ” are not, and were never meant 
to be, just prayers, A very small part of the re. 
uests we utter, or the petitions we present to 
Imighty God, were ever intended to be styled 
prayers. The best part of our daily ritwal, includ. 
ing the recital of scriptural verses on Sabbaths 
and Festivals, are mere quotations, more or less 
abridged, of Biblical passages containiny instruc 
tion, exhortation, and moral edification. They do 
not express either our sentiments or hopes of 
wishes, but provide our minds with spiriiual sus 
tenance and moral uplift. One cannot mc.sure the 
length of these passages by the time ii takes to 
read them, or fix their value by any other measure 
than that of the depth they reach in ovr hearts. 


HE attempt which is therefore oftcn made to 
describe the Synagogue Service as unattractive 
because of its duration in time is quite futile, A 
few minutes spent in meaningless readine devo 
of all inner feeling may be unduly long, bur hoars 
spent in reflection and true meditation may in 
the end prove too short a time for a sincere and 
genuine worshipper. This explains the reason 
why some of us who feel the need and the desire 
for prayer, and know how to express our senti- 
mems m Our supplications, never fee) the need to 


complain about the length of our Services, while. 


the most irregular visitors to the House of God 
often resent a lengthy participation in congrega- 
tional Services and so often clamour {or their 
shortening. 

- It ts a strange coincidence that im the most jradi- 
tional Services the special additions made during 
the Festivals occur during the repetition of the 
Amida, so that unpunctual attenders a: ihe Ser- 
vte come just in time for the recital! of those 
poetical effusions’ and embellishments of historic 
facts which have little or no moral bearing on the 
true aspect of the--Festival, with the result that 
the worshipper is often quite unable to appreciate 
the special ‘significance of those words of prayer 
or praise. The impression is thus created among 
many congregants, especially among those who are 
unfamiliar with the ritual and the . language in 
which it is couched, that there is a ercat deal of 
useless ballast introduced into our traditional Ser- 
vices which one could discard without any moral 
or spiritual loss. The suggestions so often made 
that by eliminating or shortening these “ Piyutim” 
we could make the Service more impressive of 
more acceptable to the younger people is there- 
lore based on a misconception. To icave out of 
any Service any particular allusion to ihe histori 
or poetical background of the day woul in itself 
cause a distinct loss, and would deprive ‘he occa 
sion Of ts most characteristic features 


HAT many of these special. praycrs of 
“ Piyutim ” would benefit greatly by their 
reduction in volume there can be do doubt: but 
generally speaking,. one should not measure the 
length. of a “ prayer” by the number of words it 


contains, It is the intensity of the seniment i 
expresses by which it could and should be 
measured. 


Jeremiah could have written many pocs, and 
they might have been divided into many chapters 
without enhancing the value and effectiveness ol 
his supplication, * Heal me, O Lord, and | shal

A Mean Absence of Hospitality 
From CAPT, JEREMIAH HELPERN 


To the Ednor of Tue Jewisn CuHronicie 


Sin,—I have just returned from the military 
camp for the repatriated Palestine Jewish prisoners 
of war, whom I found very much upset at thei: 
treatment during their recent visit to London. 

About three hundred repatriated Jewish prisoners of war 
(most Of them prisoners in Germany for. four or five years) 
were given seven days’ leave; they had gone through a great 
deal in Germany THe Jewisn tat week 
described the way they were forced to march for three 
montis bclore their Wheration. practically without foad 
I need not, therefore, say more about this; excem that many 
of them are Stull unable to walk properly. 


About 150 came to London on the invitation of the 
lewish Agency A tew were lucky cnough to be accommo- 
dated in the Balfour Club. which is known to be an 


excelicnt institution But over a hundred were housed in 
the Church -Arm~ Service Club. Part of this house is used 
for the homeless and for beerars, and the rest for soldiers 
who have nowhere clse to lodge and spend the night there 
for a shilling. Many of the repatriated prisoners could not 
spcak « word of English and none of them had cvar been 
ia London before. 1 have cvery admiration for the work 
of the Salvation Army and the Church Army in. helping 
the destitute, but our prisoners of war deserved bettas 
attention Some of them who arc very ftcligious resenicd 
being placed in a building associated with Christian worship 

No onc came to show them round London. or to help t 
entertain them, and a number of them. especially the 
Yemeniic Jews, preferred to sacrifice their leaVe and went 
back to their camp after three of their seven days. They 
all told me that when they were libcfated in Germany and 
during their journey to England they had met with the most 
cordial recemion from the American and British military 
Personnel and from the civilian population here-—cevery- 
where excem in London. They had dreamt for years of 
thc day when they would be able to sii in an ordinary house 
with ordinary people and rest for a few days. Surely it 
Should have been possible to arranec for a hundred Icwish 
familics to give hospitality to these prisoners of war 

Some of the men I saw had been in Manchestcr. and 
they tod me the Jews there bad treaicd them wonderfully 
I have no doubt chat London Jews would have done just 
a5 well if they had been informed about it or if the good 
omices of the Jewish Hospitality Commitice had 
Oreviously secured 

There are still over ‘a hundred Jewish prisoners of war 
in the Church Army Service Club, where these ‘new afrivals 
Me taken as they come to London More. repatriated

Promotion of Trade With The U.K. 


Four memoers of the Palestine Trade Delegation 
at present in London attended the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club on Sunday evening, one speaking 
and two of the others answering questions. Mr. 
Barneu Janner presided, 

Mr. M. Rosen, one of the members of the 
delegation, said that he and his colleagues were 
the representatives of the Palestinian economy, of 
industry and trade—private industry and that con- 
nected with Jewish trade unions. hey had come 
here because the economy of Palestine bad under- 
gone tremendous changes during the war. Before 
the war they duit up industry on their own mitia- 
tive and at their own risk—tho always wih the 
aid of the ‘authorities, who were sometimes even 
sceptical of its possibilities. But in 1939-40 the 
authorities were very giad that the indusiries were 
in Palestine, because in those dark days, when 
communication between the Middle East and Eng- 
land and the U.S.A. was difficult, they were able 
to supply the authorities all over the Middic Last 


with difierent kinds of essential manufactured* 
goods, mainly for military purposes. 
They were now on the cve of peace, which 


brought with in probiems for the Palestinian 
economy which should be solved not only for the 
sake Of Paiesiine, but mainiy, and maybe ecaclu- 
sively, for the sake of their brethren from Europe 
who were wailing, and for whom they were wait- 
ing, to come io Palestine. The Yishuv must prepare 
every possibilny of a decent life mm Palestine for 
them. That was the main object of their visit here. 

Their machinery needed re-cquipment and they 
needed raw materials. and they hoped to get them 
in this couniry. They had been met by help from 
the Colonial - Office and the Board of Trade. and 
they hoped that their mission wou!d be a successful 
one not only for the present Palestinian cconomy. 
but also for the development of a great Palestine 
into a Jewish National Home. 

Dr. R. Nussbaum and Mr. A. Freedman replied 
to questions (the fourth member of the delegation 
present was Mr. I. Katz). 


Office 


Dr. Nussbaum said they were here at the invi- 
tation of the Colonial Office. and when they started

They had a special task so far as eXport 
industry was concerned. They knew that German 
industry had been able to export enormbus quan- 
tities of manufactured goods all over the world, 
and they were willing and would be im a posrtion 
to take over part of this trade. - This would be 
to their benefit and to ‘that of the British Empire 

Dr. Nussbaum added that they wanted to wmport 
only such -goods as could not be manufactured in 
Palestine, and they asked for protective customs 
tariffs. But at the same time they would be in 
a position to buy large quantuies of semi- 
manufactured goods, raw materials, and machinery, 
and they*wanted to do that as far as possible 
from the United Kingdom. 

Mr. Freedman added that they had come to buy 
not only machinery and semi-manufactured goods, 
but also wholly manufactured goods. He also 
stressed the need to have an Information Bureau 
in London and said that this matter would also be 
discussed and investigaied during -their. stay in

‘THE PRESS CENSORSHIP IN 
PALESTINE

BENTWICH ESTATE FOR J.N.F. 


A further permanent link between English Jewry 
and Eretz Yisrael has been forged With the transfer 
to the Jewish National Fund of the former Michael 
and Nita Lange estate at Zichron Yaa'qov, which 
gave the name to the Bentwich home in England, 
“Carmel Court” (writes our Jerusalem 
correspondent). 

The estate was bought on the lower slopes of 
the Carmel range by Mr. Michael Lange, of Eng- 
land, 43 years ago, and one of those who assisted 
in planting the trees at the time was David Remez, 
now Secretary-General of the Histadrut. 
Lange and Nita Bentwich spent their honeymoon 
in Palestine, and they later settled at Zichron. 

Nita Lange died in 1922. Her husband, who 
survived her only a short time, asked his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Lilian R. Friedlander, eldest daughter 
of the Bentwich family, to use the house and estate 
for a communal purpose. She established Bet 
Daniel. a rest-house, in memory of her talented 
son, which in the past few years has welcomed 
hundreds of writers, musicians, painters, and 
sculptors for varying periods. 

Mrs. Friedlander plans to build an additional 
rest-house and studios for sculptors and painters, 
a rest-house for architects and engineers, a pro- 
menade for the people of Zichron, a playground, 
and possibly a swimming-pool.. A tennis court 
is already laid out. A more ambitious proposal 
ig to use part of the 66-dunam grounds for nature 
and folk festivals. 

So that the ¢state might properly serve these 
public ends, Mrs. Friedlander, with the consent 
of other members of the Bentwich family, has 
transferred it to the Jewish National Fund. The 
ceremony was held at Zichron, in the presence of 
seven of the 11 Bentwich children—Norman, form- 
erly Attorney-General in Palestine; Hebe (Mrs. 
Eugen Mayer,’ formerly of Germany); Margery ; 
Muriel (Mrs. Moshenson): Thelma . (Mrs. 
Yellin): and José. Assistant Director of Education, 
in addition to Lilian Friedlander. Dr. A; Granov- 
sky, managing director of the J.N.F., accepied the 
gift on its behalf.

pathways. I have seen this with my own eyes and 
the sight will haunt me for the rest of my days. 

In one hut lay some 30 women, all suffering from 
the various diseases which are rife in the camp. 
Three corpses lay there with them and had been 
there for five days. They begged me to have the 
corpses removed so that they could at least remain 
with the living. The filth of the hut and the rags 
upon which they lay just cannot be described. 
Young women still comparatively healthy refused 
to leave their sick and dying comrades. They have 
been moulded into new families. They call each 
other “ Lager Schwester.” These peopie have be- 
come dehumanised. They have forgotten the mean- 
ing of elementary hygiene. Excreta and faeces are 
everywhere. They le in their own filth and do 
not notice the squalor. Death has ceased to have 
any meaning for them. 

Mass burials take place daily and the corpses 
are cast into vast pits and a bulldozer covers them. 
On the first day 5,000 were buried in a common 
grave. The death rate is falling, thank God, but 
hese emaciated bodies can no longer stand 
strain of living. Here, a woman falls to the ground 
and remains lying where she falls until someone 
comes and pulls her aside. Her corpse will be 
collected when the burial party makes its daily 
round of the camp. There lie a heap of corpses 
dragged out of the huts to make more room for 
the so-called living. Hunger and starvation, system- 
‘tically and scientifically enforced, are taking toll 
ot these poor victims. 


They Can No Longer Eat 


Food is now available in plenty but they can 
no longer eat. Their intestines have been strangu- 
lated by weeks and months of starvation. They cry 
to us for white bread, for coffee or cocoa, for hght 
diets. A young girl pleads with us, “* Give me food 
which I can digest or before long I shall jom the 
rest of the corpses.” .A middle-aged man begs hke 
the meanest schnorrer for cigarettes. He gets them 
and then apologises, for at that moment he recol- 
lects:' who he was before he entered the cluiches of 
the bestial Nazis. A mother begs for food tor her 
daughters who are too weak to come and ask 
themselves. A daughter approaches. us tor trcat- 
meni.for her mother, who for days has been unable 
to contami her food. 

So it goes on, hour after hour. “It ts a race 
against time,” says my colleague, and how right 

¢ is. Before log even the comparatively healthy 

ones may go down with sickness and there is no 
power to prevent it.: Hunger and starvation! One 
just cannot believe that people could live so long 
without. food, 

But this was the sport of the Nazis. They system- 
atically starved them so that their agony might be 
prolonged. After all, there is only one crema- 
torium in ‘this concentration camp.

Harrowing Scenes in Be'sen 


In the course of a letter to Mr. Louis E. Wigoder, 
of the Leeds B'nai B'rith, the Rev. L. H. Hardman, 
C.F., to whose imvaluable services at Bergen 
Belsen the Rev. lL. Levy has paid glowing tribute, 
describes some of the harrowing scenes he wit- 
nessed in the infamous conceniration camp. 

“ Since last November,” writes the Rev. Mr. 
Hardman, “ the prisoners were not given any 
kind of food except raw turnips. Some time in 
February, it was forbidden even to eat these. 
Anybody found eating one, even though it was a 
foul, rotting turnip found in the ficlds of the 
camp, was very severely beaten by the S.S. men 
and women. For four whole days prior to the 
liberation no maaner of food or drink was allowed. 
Meanwhile typhus raged through t! =: camp, which 
was some 16 square miles in arca. 

“On entering the camp, I smelt death, and the 
stench that rises from unwashed human bodies. 
Before being allowed to wander around, | was 
‘dusted as precautionary measure against 
typhus. This deadly plague could not deter me 
from going in to try and find, to speak to, and 
to aid in every possible way my languishing 
brothers and sisters... . 

“What I saw was horrible. I just couldn't 
stop crying over the terrible tragedy which had 
befallen so many human beings, murdered for 
no other reason than that they were Jews, or 
‘ politically unreliable.’ 


Living Skeletons 


“ Walking on, I stood aghast when | saw com- 
ing towards me, like children learning how to 
walk, a group of living skeictons. Their bodies, 
from the tops of their heads to their toes, seemed 
no broader than the width of the hve fingers of 
a normal human being. Aflier having just seen 
the heaps of huddled corpses I exclaimed, with 
horror..* My G-d! the dead are walking! ° 

“Even a hardened Brigadier of the Medical 

Service was so horrified that he, too, wept like a 
child 
“There are no such places as lava'tories—not 
even camp latrines. In the centre of the camp 
was a large stone tank filled with water. In this, 
the prisoners had to wash themselves and thei: 
clothes, and from it they had to drink... . 

“ When General Sir Miles Dempsey, the Army 
Commander, was called in, he immediately ordered 
several sections of the Army. including the com- 
plete staff of a casualty clearing station, to ‘get 
cracking. Thousands of loaves of bread werc 
brought in, and those who could still cat devoured 
their slices like ravenous. wolves. Ten minutes 
later many dropped dead with their shares still 
clenched in their hands: they had been too feeble 

“| saw a young girl whom I at first took to be 
a negress, she was so dark. Then I learned that 
Poland she had had her ftace smeared 
boiling tar. Her skin was beginning to 


“I learned, at first hand, from the. victims 
themselves, what had happened to them ‘in this 
camp, and also in Auschwitz and Treblinka, where 
they had been compelled to watch their babies 
thrown alive imto the furnaces. They saw thei: 
own relatives shot, gassed, and brutally ill-treated.

I would guarantee that any rabid Leeds 
Zionist would cease forthwith to ask for money 
and more money for Palestine. . Enough of this 
back-scratching!

dragg¢d away in front of his eyes and he had not 
heard of him again. The boy had been hidden 
—as the other 800 to 1,000 children in the camp 
had been hidden—beneath the floor boards and 
under the roofs of the barracks when the S.S. 
guards came to collect the children before retreat- 
ing from the camp. By now the boy has almost 
certainly been sent to the special quarters of the 
camp which the American officer said all the 
children were to be removed to. 

By far the grimmest and most alarming experi- 
ence | had at Buchenwald was when I visited a 
stone barracks called the “ Kleine Lager.” I was 
warned beforehand of the terrible sights 1 should 
see, but nevertheless I had to go. What I saw was 
far more. terrible than the émaciated bodies outside 
the crematorium. Then I saw the dead: now I 
was gazing on the dying. 

I was told that the oarracks had been used by 

the Nazis as a camp brothel, a visit to which was 
granted to. the prisoners as a special reward. The 
barracks was divided into cubicles. and for this 
reason the American liberators decided to use the 
building for the segregation of. some-of the worst 
and presumably hopeless, cases of illness. 
_ | passed along a gangway dividing the barracks 
into two, with small rooms on cither side. In the 
gangway | met the same kind of wraithlike bodies 
which | had seen lying dead outside the crema- 
torium, the same wasted bodies, the same bone- 
like legs and arms, almost naked since a short 
shirt was all that most of the spectres wore. 

Some were still able to speak [heir language 
was Yiddish. The name of Auschwitz reached 
my cars again and again. They wied to teil me. 
weeping the while, of their wives and children 
whom they had seen perish there. Then they 
pointed to the window ledges of the cubicles and 
to the chunks of dark bread piled up there. “ We 
Cant eat it. Our stomachs can't take it. We have 
dysentery,” they cried

if ever there was need for the close collabora-— 


tion of Jewry in urgent emergency work based on 
short-term and long-term planning, ‘his is the 
occasion. Jewry cannot afford to lose more of 
its number. Nor can Jewry, endangered as it is 
by the backwash of an anti-Semitic wave of 
colossal dimensions, permit thousands. of its 
members who are physicaily and mentally unfit 
and without material resources to resume their 
individual fight for a position in the community. 

Collective action 1s vitaidy necessary. Nothing 
less than the immediate establishment of a central 
oOrganisauion .wuniting all major Jewsh organisations 
of national and international «character for the 
purpose of rehabilitating and resettling the Jews 
seems to be required if an historic ‘task is to be 
fulfilled. 

The hundred medical students who have iefi 
London for Belsen should only be a beginning. 
They must be foilowed tmmediately by teams of 
equal strength to all camps and particulariy to 
Buchenwald.. An inimeciate appeal must be made 
for Jewish men. and Jewish women to come 
forward to help the Allied military authorities. 


REPORT OF PARLIAMENTARY 
DELEGATION 


“It is our considered and unanimous opinion, 
on the evidence available to us, that a policy of 
steady starvation and inhuman ObDrutality§ was 
carried out at Buchenwald for a leng period ol 
time: and that such camps as this mark the lowest 
point of degradation to which humanity has yet 
descended.” deciared the delegation of ten mem- 
bers from the British Houses of Parliament which 
recently visited the Buchenwald murder camp, in 
the course of their report, which was presented, 
in. the form of «a White Paper, by the Prime 


Minister. 

The delegation met many Jews and non-Jewish 
Germans, Poles, Hungarians, Czechs, French, 
Belgians, Russians, and 


Two of the three main categories in which the 
prisoners were, the report says, were political in- 
ternees and Jews from Germany itself, and 
political internees and Jews from Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland. etc 


Jewish Parachutist Hanged 


The M.P.s were told of a French parachutist, 
Lieutenant Maurice Pertschuk, who was taken 
prisoner in 1943, transferred in civilian clothes 
from Compiégne to Buchenwald, and there hanged, 
shortly before the United States troéps arrived. 

A 14-year-old. boy, Abraham irchenviat, 
formerly of Radom, Poland, impressed the delega- 
tion as an intelligent and reliable witness; he 
stated that he had seen his 18-year-old brother 
shot dead and his parents taken away, he believed 
for cremation: he never saw them again. 

One of the privileged jobs for prisoners at the 
camp, the delegation learned, was to put the bodies 
into the ovens. Another job was to hang the 
condemned. No Jews, the M.P.s were told, would 
ever have been allotted these special tasks. | 

“It was alleged that various experiments in 
sterilisation had been practised on Jews,” the 
report states. “Two of our number were taken 
to the bed (in the improvised American hospital) 
of a Polish Jew, No. 23397, aged 29, who had

OHRDRUF CAMP 


Seven ghostly, shaven-headed slave-workéers, 
survivors of the Nordlager Obrdruf prison camp, 
who were liberated by the 4th American Armoured 
Division, spoke last week to the J.T.A. war corre- 
spondent. 

One of them, a 19-year-old lad. named Yehuda. 
is the omly survivor of a family of five. The other 
members of his family were gassed and cremated 
at the Auschwitz slaughter camp. Yehuda toid 
how he had gone from prison to prison in the 
last five years. He is a cripple, his toes having 
been cut off after he had endured terribic beatings 
by the Gestapo. 

Another survivor is a_ 17-year-old Hungarian 
Jew named Alex. He said: “I have Deen here 
four months. I was brought bere from Birkenauw 
There | was taken to the gas chamber with my 
little brother and some other prisoners, At the 
gas chambers the Nazis picked out those who 
were fit to work. They selected me, but. my 
brother was too littl. I saw him get killed Dy 


the gas. 

« These clothes | am wearing came from the 
gas chamber. When they brought us here. we 
had to put up ow: own barbed-wire fence. This 
used to be a Hitler Youth camp. but the Nazis 
said that the buildings were too good for us”

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THAT HITLER MYTH 


WHETHER Apo.r is really dead may for some 
time remain as uncertain as the facts about the way he died. 
Moscow is dubious about it, and whereas the Germans who 
surrendered Berlin reported his suicide, the Hamburg radio 
had previously announced grandiloquently that he had 
“fallen at his command post in the Reich Chancellery, 
fighting to the Jast breath against Bolshevism and for Ger- 
many,” while Himmler had, soine days before, more prosat- 
cally, indicated that his end had been the result of cerebral 
haemorrhage. He may have been dead for weeks. The truth 
will one day become known. 

Meanwhile the wretched Fiihrer has been given respect- 
able “ burial” in the obituary columns of the upper-class 
press, following a few days after the similar treatment 
afforded his fellow-gangster from the Roman marshes. 
The working of that over-€xalted principle “De 
mortuis . ...” is clearly if discreetly in evidence. Already 
there is a disposition in some quarters to estimate HITLER 
as a man of outstanding talents, even as a great man. 
That is a judgment the accuracy of which depends on the 
character attached to these qualities, and incidentally one 
which may be fraught with undesirable influences for the 
future. An aptitude for burglary is, in its way, a talent, 
and a man can be a “great™ scoundrel as well as a 
“ great” statesman or philanthropist. It is in these ways 
that Hrrier demonstrated his prowess right up to the 
hilt, and for the sake of the future the sogner these facts 
are recognised and the. creation of a HIrLer legend ts 
shown up for the shoddy sham it really is, the better, 

The stark reality about this contemptible person 1s 
that he was an adventurer who found the German people 
ready for exploitation, thanks to peculiar conditions work- 
ing upon them in a particular phase of their history and 
circumstances, Generations of evil teaching and the vicious 
worship of false gods had brought the people of Germany 
to a state of spiritual rottenness in which they were ready 
for gathering to destruction by anyone sufficiently vile to 
lead them in that direction. The soil was ready and, 
in the words of the Prophet, Hircer “ put in the sickle, for 
the harvest was ripe.” His methods, like his ideas, were 
not new—not even that most vivid abomination called 
“total war." He merely carried forward the German 
tradition of “frightfulnmess.” As far back as the 1870 war, 
as Lord Vansittart recalled this week, Bismarck issued an 
order that French villages which resisted were to be 
“ gutted, and all the males hanged.” HITLER only intensi- 
fied, from his ghoulish point of view, this ghastly cxample. 
Ii necessary in Germany's interests, he declared, carly in 
the present conflict, he would drag the whole world into 
war. And he did; wading through a sea of blood, lies, and 


deceptions to a fleeting success. When the struggle started, 


he asserted that he would “ not make war on women and 
children.’ The merciless destruction of Polish towns and 
the cruel bombing of Rotterdam, which cost*30,000 civilian 
lives, showed up that particular lic. Even more revoltingly 
did the designing by. his agents of the small “ cconomica! ” 
cremation ovens to fit littl children. | 
The talents of HitLer as a liar, and a blasphemous one, 
were self-confessed, and their only novelty lay in the fact 
of their loud and vulgar immensity. “ Providence,” he de- 


clared some time before the war and when the ambassadors - 


of appeasing nations were still busy soliciting his favours, 
“has ordained that I should be the greatest liberator of 
humanity. lam freeing men from the dirty and degrading 
self-mortification of a chimera calicd conscience and 
morality and from the demands of a freedom and personal 
independence which only a very few can bear .. . I make 
use of all means that seem to me to be of service, without 


- the slightest concern for the proprieties or codes of honour. 


And if people come blubbering to me—complaining that 
1 am breaking my word, that | am paying no regard to 
treaties, that I am making a practice of trickery and decep- 
tion, and musrepresentation, I reply “Well, what of it? 
You are free to do the same. Nobody is preventing you.’ ” 
As for the military achievements of this * talented ” leader. 
his boosted “ mtuitions”” were comic.in the event, and 
the military consequences to his countrymen tragic. He 
scattered his troops in face of enemies overwhelmingly 
superior in war potential. He missed the boat when, in 
1940, he had such an opportunity of invading this country 
as never since the days of Julius Caesar had been pre- 
sented to a Continental enemy. He attacked Russia, 
ludicrously underrating her strength recuperative 
power. And when initial success came, an intuition told 


him-—and he passed it on to his people—that the Russian 


Army was out of the war, even as he told the Japanese 
emissary that England was finished with. 


From beginning to end, HitLer showed himself nothing 


betier than a mean, squalid, conscienceless, and contempt- 
ble mixture of cowardly tyrant and gambler, borne along 
for a time by favouring winds, as totally devoid of any of 
the genius and sheer intellectual powers of a Napoleon as 
he was of the genius and moral grandeur of a Cromwell: 


more cruel but far less original in military invention than 


Genghis Khan, no less essentially commonplace than a 
Chicago gangster. The very motor roads which he built 


to the accompaniment of so much foreign acclaim, espect- 
ally from certain near Nazis here in Britain, proved 
only a godsend to the Allied invaders of his land. His 
one and only real talent was as a spouter and a successful 
spelibinder, at least so far as his German audiences of 
slave-souls were concerned. He had mastered only too 
well that “harlot of the arts,” and under the spell his 
compatriots, like the rats of Hamelin, followed "him to 
their doom—spilling, in the process, torrents of innocent 
blood. 

To Jews he proved himself by far the greatest and most 
destructive enemy even in their history. His predecessors 
had slain their thousands and tens of thousands. HITLER 
slew on a grandiose scale, running into millions. This 
“ monster,” to use Mr. CHURCHILL’S apt description, was 
avowedly out to exterminate the whole Jewish people. So 
far as European Jewry was concerned, he came very near 
to his sanguinary objective, and had he established himself 
triumphantly on these shores there can be no question 
but that he would have planted his concentration camps 
and crematoria here too. Beside his achievements Tor- 
quemada’s sink almost into nothingness. Even Attila might 
have envied his successor’s thoroughness. Only, indeed, 
in Hrrcer’s racial mania was there a sign of — political 


inventiveness. For the first time in its history, anti-Semitism 


was consciously used, skilfully, almost scientifically, as a 
political weapon—the most potent, as he confessed, in the 
whole of his armoury. Not content with employing it solely 
for his national ends, he internationalised it, spreading it 
cunningly and of set purpose among his predestined 
victim countries with the object of smashing their unity. 
His success in this was astonishing. Even in this country 
and in the United States the rotting influence of his anti- 
Semitic International had gained a firm hold and produced 
a crop of traitors on a scale unknown in British history 
in times of national peril. Only a few more years and 
who knows but the poison would have laid this country 
at his feet as easily as it did the France of 1940. 

Never before has Jew-persecution been so. employed, 
and in this, the one new idea that stands to his credit, 
or discredit, .,he set an example which, unless the other 
nations take measures in good time, will some day 
offer a tempting opportunity to some new brute to out- 
Hitler Hiri_er ‘if possible. That is the legacy which the 
doss-house vagrant of Berchtesgaden has bequeathed to 
posterity, and which may easily survive him. For “ the 
evil men do lives after them.” 

Against this peril, we must be forewarned and fore- 
armed. For that reason the public revelations of the 
horrors of the murder camps—now reinforced by the 
infamies of the human slaughterhouse at Dachau—are 
wise and prudent, whatever the squeamish or the ill-dis- 
posed may bleat about them. This process must be con- 
tinued, within Germany and without, and supplemented 
by any other evidence that may come to hand. The heroic 
HITLER myth must be shown up for what it is—the 
shoddiest, shabbiest lie about the meanest, foulest-miscreant 
that has ever soiled the pages of human history. The 
true picture of Hirer has to be kept well to the front. 
Either that-—or a.dismal future indeed awaits our children 
and our children’s children 


LOCAL ORGANISATION OF “ DEFENCE ” 


THe Metropolitan Area Committee, a body created by the 


Defence Committee of the Deputies, has set up a number of 
District Committees of which a list is given in an advertisement 
in another page of this issue. The step is a very wise and 
commendable one, calculated, if successful, to give an added 
effectiveness to the work of combating anti-Semitism and 
fostering good relations between Jew and Gentile. In essence 
it amounts to a necessary devolution of part of the Defence 
Committee's work, More particularly, it gives a share in it to 
local communities, who thus can act as the immediate detectors 
of local anti-Jewish activities and use their best endeavours 
at once to deal with them, with the advantage of being able to 
consult the Defence Committee at any stage deemed desirable. 
In this way, and with the help of. the facts compiled. by 
that Committee, aspersion. can be scotched before it has 
had time’ to spread, and all the more effectively because by 
fellow-residents of the disseminators and therefore by persons 
known locally and knowing local conditions, ‘Furthermore. 
the irresponsible scribblers who too often rush into a not 
always friendly local press with replies calculated to do ‘more 
harm than good will find less excuse for their bungling if 
well-intentioned interventions—in itself a. material advantage. 
One hopes, therefore, that the new London system will receive 
an adequate response and that proper appreciation of the 
work of the M.A.C. and the Defence Committee, who are 


responsible for this wise piece of organisation, will be shown. 


in a practical way. The new scheme is devised, at least in 
the first instance, in the interests of the Jews in the neighbour- 
hoods that are listed; it is their repute and their peace that are 
at stake; and whether the step is to succeed must depend upon 
them. It is no use treating it with indifference or leaving it 
to the man next.door; and then when trouble‘arises telephoning 
in a panic to the Deputies to demand why they are not doing 
something about it. That kind of egregious folly, or worse, 
may be lett to those on the Board who persistently ignore 
requests to circulate the Defence literature and then un- 
blushingly come along to meetings to abuse the supposed 
meffectiveness of the Defence Committee’s work. Our co- 
religionists must begin by trying to save themselves. Selfless 
co-operation with the new Committees is the first step. And 
let us not forget that the work of these Committees is not 
to rush around and invent incidents to justify their existence. 
if they have nothing to do for weeks but watch, the watch they 
keep will be splendid Defence work in itself. They are not 
out to manufacture jobs for paid officials. 


FRUITS OF “JEWISH ARMY” POLIcy 


THe Prime Minister, in his message to Field- Marshal 
Alexander on the magnificent victory in Italy, remarked that 
never had so many nations advanced and manceuvred jp one 
line victoriously, He enumerated them—the British, Americans 
New Zealanders, South Africans, British-Indians. Poles, 
Brazilians, and Jews, It is the first time that Jews have been 
congratulated on their share in a British or indeed any othe, 
national triumph, afid appreciation is due of Mr. Mr. Churchijy, 
acknowledgment and for his repeated reference to the Jewish 
Brigade on Wednesday. But this act was only made possible by 
the Jewish Army policy, a policy persisted in in the teeth o 
much communal opposition of which those who engaged jn it 
must or should now be thoroughly ashamed. It is only a thoy. 
sand pities that, partly owing to the inevitable interna) Jewish 
squabbling, the movement was not successful at an carlies 
stage, when not one but several brigades would have beep 
raised, ‘If that had happened it would have enhanced immeayy,. 
ably the status of the Jewish people and who knows but what. 
despite its anomalous position as a people not yet in possession 
of its own country, the very uniqueness of Israel would 
have been recognised as requiring exceptional treatment and 
some sort of special status would have been created for the 
Jewish nation renascent in Palestine so that it could in some 
way have participated in the counsels of the United Nations 
It would, indeed, have been absurd altogether to have shut 
out a people who had had long and extensive participation jn 
the Allied war effort as a people, while inviting a host of last. 
minute allies, many of them allies in name only. Of course, it cap- 
not be too strongly impressed that the Jewish Brigade, as it js, ix 
only a minute fraction of the million and more Jews who 
served or are serving in the United Nations’ armed forces 
But in any case the wicked legend that “the Jews are no 
fighting ” has already sustained a nasty blow from the ven 
existence of the Brigade. If that lying legend persists never- 
theless in malicious minds it will be a matter for other measures 
—m particular, let us hope, the punishment of communal libel 
and slander. 


rHE SABBATH OF THE SOIL 

Tuts year sees the incidence of the Sabbatical Year ip 
Palestine—the year throughout which the. soil is to be rested 
in accordance with the Divine behest: “Six years thou shalt 
sow thy field, and -six years thou shalt prune the vineyard, 
and gather in the fruit thereof, but in the seventh year shall 
be a Sabbath of rest unto the land, a Sabbath for the Lord: 
thou .shalt neither sow thy field, nor prune thy vineyard.” The 
language of this ordinance, it will be noted, bears a striking 
resemblance to that in which the Seventh Day fest for man 
is prescribed. So deeply does the life-giving principle of ° 
periodic rest permeate and pervade the Torah! To heip the 
“ Torah-true ~ Chalutzim to observe the Sabbath of the soil,

the Land of Promise with the Hebrew Bible and the Jewish 
way of life. No one whose heart is in the ideal of a truly 
Jewish Palestine can therefore withhold from the fund the 
utmost assistance within his power.

If they have any claims to be regarded as Jews 
they will do their obvious duty, and without an instants 
postponement. The Hospitality Committees are taking 4! 
possible steps to see that the P.O.W.s shall be directed to 
Jewish homes where they will find people with common interests 
and where cultural standards will be shared, There is, ther 
fore, no excuse for any to hold back—except a mean - 
churlish inhospitality that we refuse to believe Will be 
covered amongst any who would claim the distinction ol | 
name Jew.

BIRMINGHAM WORKERS & 
GERMAN REFUGEES 


Removal Demand Withdrawn 


The Birmingham press devoted much space las 
week to the protest of 82 employees of Turner 
Brothers (Birmingham) Lid., press tools and jig 
manufacturers, against the firm’s employment oj 
workers of German origin, — 

The employees in a petition to the managing 
director protested. “ against the abominable atroci- 
ties commitied by the German people as a whole 
on defenceless people; against the preferential 
treatment meted oul to prisoners of war in this 
country; and against people of German origin 
working in factcries in Great Britain generally, 
and in *C’ department and the administrative 
departments of Turner Bros. in particular.” “ We 
insist,”” went on the petition, “ that the said. Ger- 
mans be removed from the employment rol! of 
*C* department 

The managing director, Mr. E. F. Turner, said, 
in reply, that they must not let the feeling of dis- 
gust destroy their sense of humanity, thereby re\c- 
gating themselves to the same level. “Al! the 
aliens in our employ have been sponsored by the 
Government, We have several German Jews who 
are amongst thove who have suffered and los: 
everything worth while when in Germany... .. 
The work these employees have done in furthering 
the successful end of the war while in our employ- 
ment has been magnificent.” Several of the 
tefugees had applied for British naturalisation, 
which would be granted in due course. 

Despite this reply, the employees persisted in 
their demand, and refused to retract, but they 
received no support from the Birmingham District 
Committee of the A.E.U. Alderman A. Ager 
(District Secretary) said that the test should be, 
not whether they or their parents were born in 


Germany, but whether they subscribed to the Nazi 
- faith 


After letters had’ appeared in the press con- 
demning the short-sightedness of the employees, 
and a leading article had been printed in the 
Mai, all the petitioners, with the exception of the 
leader, retracted, and withdrew the petition

CONFERENCE 
Views on Jewish Education 


The Board of Orthodox Jewish Education held 

a coniecrence at the Royal Hotel, Woburn Place, 
last Sunday to inaugurate its Education Fortnight, 
from Lag b'Omer to Shavuot, which period they 
have set aside for a concentrated effort to raise 
funds. 
_ Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld presided. He said that 
in their educational institutions they taught in both 
English and Yiddish, and that was the greatest 
achievement of the Board—that there was no cleav- 
age among them on this question of whether they 
should teach in Yiddish or the vernacular. They 
were concerned with true orthodoxy and full- 
blooded Yiddishken. It was the tone which made 
the music. It might be the same Aleph Beth, but 
the tone in which they taught was different. They 
meant the Aleph Beth to live in the minds of the 
children. They fought against knowledge without 
character. They had established Torah teaching 
right from the cradle to the Chuppah. 

During the Education Fortnight, he continued, 
the Board of Orthodox Jewish Education was out 
for financial assistance. Some people had asked 
why they could not get money from central funds. 
were suffering under a grievance. Moncey 
had been collected for the education of- Jewish.

BUCHENWALD’S LESSON 
An M.P.’s Impressions 


Mr. S. S. Silverman, M.P., who was a member 
of the Parliamentary delegation to visit the Buchen- 
at Toynbee 
Hall last week under the auspices of the World 
Jewish Congress. Lady Reading presided. 

Mr. Silverman said he was not going to describe 
what he saw. But he thought he could say that 
it beggared description, anyhow, that it was a 
ling beyond belief, and that even when one 
seen it, one still scarcely believed that human 
beings could have sunk as low. Buchenwald, how- 
ever, was not established m 1939, when the war 
broke out. On September 3, 1939, Buchenwald 
had been in existence in all its ghastly horror for 
six years, and the whole world knew about it. They 
had then over here people who had been there 
who had come out, and who had told their stories 
but who were not believed. For the past 12 vears 
the Jewish people had been like a modern Cas- 
sandra—always telling the world of the horrors 
that were to come and never being believed until 
they had happened and it was too late to stop them 
or to save anybody. 

Anyone, said Mr Silverman, who knew any- 
thing of the facts, anyone who was quiescent, who 
had acquiesced and was silent, who sought to dis- 
credit the facts, or who did nothing to help 
throughout all these 12 years, shared in the guilt 
of these inhuman horrors. There was a greater 
responsibility on those who knew the facts and 
who could have protested in safety and security 
than there was upon those Germans in Germany 
who could only protest at the risk of sharing the 
same fate themselves. (Applause.) 

So far as the Jewish people as a whole was 
concerned, ket there be an end to the eternal 
national homelessness of the Jewish people as a 
people. Let them be given at least a spot on earth 
on which they could live as belonging to it, not 
by. anybody's leave 6: licence; not by satisiying 
some atien immigration law, but because it was 
their own national homeland to which they could 
welcome their broken sons and daughters, and in 
which they could re-create their individual lives and 
the national fife of their own distracted people in 


this distracted. world. 


“THE FUTURE OF ANGLO-JEWRY” 


“ The future depends on the co-operation. and 
collaboration of all peoples of all religions.” That 
was the theme of a message of goodwill expressed 
to Jewry by. Sir George Paish, the eminent écono- 
mist and. Liberal leader. 

He was speaking on Thursday of last weck on 
“ The Future of Anglo-Jewry ” at the first meeting 
of the Edgware and Stanmore Jewish Forum, held 
in the Edgware Synagogue Hall. Mr. H. Ross, 
Chairman of the Forum, presided. 

Sir George said that he believed the present 
situation was dangerous beyond anything he could 
express. The world after the war would be in 
danger of complete economic breakdown. 

“ The whole world is acting like damn fools,” 
he went on. “ We need a complete change of heart 
everywhere We cannot get rid of these troubles 
otherwise. 

“1 want you Jews to make the biggest contribu- 
tion you can make in your thoughts, ideas, and 
energy.” he said. 

Mr. M. Orbach, General Secretary of the Trades 
Advisory Council, said that all cruzens to-day were 
Jew-conscious. 

The amount of discéimination in employment 
already apparent, he went on, was something which 
was giving Jewish and non-Jewish leaders much 
concern. 

He gave a warning that the problem of the 
future of the’ refugees was going to be sharply 
raised,

CAREERS ADVICE 


Various methods of providing in secondary 
schools a form of education suitable for boys and 
girls who will find their living on the land are 
suggested by the Joint Advisory Committee on 
Agricultural Education in its first report. ( The 


Provision in Secondary Schools of Courses Pre-* 


paratory to Agricultural Employment.” H.M 
Stationary Office, price 3d.) The Committee, 
under the Chairmanship of Dr. Thomas Love- 
day, late Vice-Chancellor of Bristol University, 
was jointly appointed by the Minister of 
Education and the Minister of Agriculture and 
Fisheries in July, 1944, to advise them on cul 
aspects of agricultural education to be provided 
by local education authorities. At present there 
is, over the country as a whole, no provision 
corresponding to the urban technical schoo! for 
giving boys and girls education preparatory to 
employment in agriculture and the rural crafts. 
The main recommendation of the Commitice ts 
that, over and above the general adoption in 
country schools of a rural bias in education, a 
more advanced course of training should be pro- 
vided, as an alternative to the academic education 
of the grammar school, for the abler boys and 
girls of a practical bent who wish to make a 
career on the land and may reasonably aspire to 
responsible jobs, For this purpose the report out- 
lines a course, with variations, for both boys and 
girls between the ages of 13 and 16, which ts 
expressly designed to provide a good general edu- 
cation congenial to the rural environment and not 
such a narrowly vocational training. as to make 
them unfit for any other occupation. Although 
the report is naturally concerned in the main with 
schools in rural areas and country towns, it makes 
the suggestion that. large county boroughs which 
border on a farming district might usefully pro- 


vide a pre-agricultural course in one of their 
technical schools so long as the schools are 


situated in open country and not in the middle 
of the town, 


JEWISH BRIGADE 
Third Casualty List 


The third casualty list of the Jewish Brigade, 
dated up to April 7, 1945, was issued in Jerusalem 
last week, giving the names of four killed in action, 
one died of wounds, and sixteen wounded, as well 
as one missing believed to be a prisoner of war. 

A group of 160 new recruits left Palestine last 
week. after completing their training, on being 
posied to the Jewish ‘Brigade. They include 
Palestine-born youths, former members of the 
French Maquis, and recent arrivals from Rumania. 

The creation of a fund for assisting the families 
of members of the Jewish Brigade who have fallen 
was suggested by Mr. Moshe Sheriok al a. press 
conferénce held last week.

Jewish Cookery 
SUPPER DISHES 
Savoury Pancakes 


Sieve into a bowl 4 oz. self-raising ‘flour, 2 level 
tablespoonfuls egg pawder and taaspoonful 
Mix to a smooth batter with 4 pint milk and je 
stand for an hour, Then add 2 tablespoonfuls jo: 
water. Make into thin pancakes, and before 
rolling up sprinkle with grated cheese, chopped 
sweet pickle, or fried leeks. 


Fish with Spiced Sauce 


Tuts is a good way to cook small fresh haddocks 
of whiting. Reawes heads and tails and put the fish 
in a saucepan with sufficient salted waier to cover. 
Add a bay leaf, a sprig of parsicy, and ? or 2 
cut up spring onions. Simmer for 20 minutes, then 
strain. Melt 1 oz. margarine, stir in 1 oz. flour, 
and 4 teaspoon mixed spice. When quite smooth 
add 4 pint fish stock, and stir till boiling, add 
salt, pepper, lemon substitute, and Worcester sauce 
(or any other savoury sauce) to taste. Cook the 
fish in this sauce till done (about 20 minutes) ff 
the fish are quite small they can be left whole: 
otherwise cut neat. pieces. 


Curried Fish 


Use any cold cooked fish. Remove skin and 
bones, and cut into neat small pieces. Warm some 
curry sauce, put in the fish, and heat through 
slowly. Serve with a border of cooked macaroni 
or noodles. 

Curry Sauce. Margarine, | o7z.; flour, | o7.; 
liquid, } pint; chopped spring onion, | table- 
spoonful: curry powder, 2 teaspoonfuls The 
liquid can be milk or half milk and hall vegetable 
or fish stock. 


Me_t margarine and fry onion till golden 
brown, then stir in flour and curry powder 
smoothly, then gradually add the liquid. Stir till 


boiling and simmer for five minutes. 
Florentine Eggs (for four people) 
Spinach, 2 ib.; 8 reconstituted eggs; margarine, 
1 oz.; salt and pepper, 
Wash spinach, cut up and cook in a well- 
covered pan with just the water that clings to it. 


sprinkling over a little salt. It should be done 
in about {5 minutes. Drain, pressing out all 
water (which reserve), chop, put Jn a fireproof 


dish and keep hot. . Reconstitute the eges with & 
tablespoons each plain water and spinach water. 
Season with salt and pepper. Melt margarine in 
a frying-pan and lightly scramble the eggs. Heap 
up over the spinach, pour over the sauce, and 
brown under. the grill.

AVE you ever noticed what a different savour 
there is on Shabbat? There is a delicious 
aroma in the air during the housewife’s pre- 

parations which mark it out from-the rest of the

‘One day, the Emperor was walking through a 
street with his friend Rabbi Joshua ben Hananiah, 
and he turned to the Rabbi and said, “ What a 
wonderful What is it?.” 

Rabbi Joshua smiled and said, “ My king, do 
you not notice how quiet the street is: the doors 
of the houses are open and all the people are 
wearing their best clothes, and inside you can sec 
them eating their meal. This is the Jewish street 
and to-day being the seventh day you can smell 
the dinner that every Jewish wife has cooked in 
honour of the Princess Sabbath.”

And each 
Sabbath evening, when the day of rest ends, we 
take the spice-box containing fragrant herbs to 
help us remember the savour of Sabbath, and ‘at 
once we again begin to plan and save for the 
next Sabbath. That is why, Sire, the Sabbath 
food smells so sweet, ts a heritage of Israel.”

Sentiment and 
Sense 


RE Jewish people more given to sentiment 

and feeling than their neighbours, and is their 

often audible expression of their feelings an 
indication of a higher degree of sensibility or 
otherwise? This question aroused interested specu- 
lation among a group of women serving in a 
loncly A.T.S depot recently. | 

It all arose because a sergeant, a Jewish girl, 
had obtained compassionate leave to go home, 
where her soldier brother, who had been wounded, 
had arrived from hospital; Her fellow-sergeants, 
upon whom her duties now fell, weré grumbling 
that only recently the Jewish sergeant had had her 
routine leave “She's just crazy about her family,’ 
said one sergeant, a tall, efficient-looking girl. “I 
just can’t make out why Jews always stick to their 
families so amd why they make such a fuss of 
each other.” 

Her challenge was immediately taken up by a 
second Jewish sergeant, who politely but firmly de- 
clared that the question of the absent sergeant’s race 
or religion did not enter into the question. She said, 
moreover, that any suggestion of anti-Semitism 
should not disgrace their mess. 

“ Oh, I'm so sorry,”. said the efficient girl con- 
tritely, “1 didn’t mean that, you know I didn’t. 
I was just feeling annoyed and a bit at cross 
purposes with myself because we've had to do 
these extra duties.” 

The Jewish sergeant smiled and immediately for- 
gave her But then she frowned and said to the 
others: “ You know, I wonder if there is any- 
thing in what she says about Jews caring more for 
their families It's a bit difficult for me to judge, 
because I went to a big girls’ public schdéol, where 
we had it drummed into us that it was *‘ bad form’ 
to go slobbering about.” 


Differences 


“ Well,” said another girl, “ you and Sergeant 
Sicin {the absent girl] show differences. ‘ Steiny ” 
has foreign-born parents, and she has absorbed 
You, on the 
other hand, whose parents and grandparents were 
born in England, have got so absorbed into your 
environment that you're ashamed of showing any 
feclings at allf I think it’s a mistake to believe 
that because’ externally the Englishman is cold 
and reserved, he ts.therefore not capable of very 
deep feeling. On the contrary, 1 think it’s be- 
cause of his knowledge of his own vulnerability 
as regards feeling that the Englishman. builds up 
round. himself this barrier of cold, calm. consis- 


tent behaviour. It’s purely a matter of carly 
conditioning.” 
‘Yet, the Jewish girl replicd, “even in Eng- 


lish -character, if literary evidence is anything to 
go by, there has always been a differentiation be- 
tween sense and. sensibility, the two Dashwood 
sisters in Jane Austen's novel were cxamples, as 
were also the sisters Reed in ‘ Jane Eyre. In 
each case one sister gave way to transports of 
joy or grici, while the other restrained herself to 
the pojnt. of making onlookers believe that she 
had no feelings.” 

* Look here,” said the first sergeant, “* where 
are we getting to? We started off by rating Stein 
for bothering so much about ‘her brother | She 
gocs home, and her mother croons over her—!I 
know because she’s told me-—and her father cries 
with joy, and they're very decent people and 
they're produced two of the finest units in the 
Forces.” 

“ Yes,” rejoined the Jewish girl. “ but. you 
were on the point of fishing up a spot of Jew- 
bailing because you're unaccusiomed to her sort 
of family love. Probably when your brother 
comes home after three years’ service in the Far 
East, your mother will take off her glasses, rub 
them, put them on again, and ask for the door 
to be closed or opened, as the case may be, and 
your father will’ shake hands solemnly with his 
son, and mutter some time-honoured joke about 
the- pubs being closed—and in reality they will 
both of them be simply bursting with emotion! ” 

“ It seems to me,” the tall sergeant concluded 
the argument, “ whoever you are, the great thing 
is to be yourself, and if you love your brother, 
and he’s been wounded and got a spot of leave, 
to jolly well ask for compassionate leave, and. go 
and hang round his neck! Let's get cracking 
now '

The ordinary .general meeting of Swears and 
Wells, Ltd., was held on May 1, at River Plate 
House, E.C. 

_ Mr. Cyril J. Ross, Chairman and Joint Managing 
Director, who. presided, said : 

The trading conditions of your Company have 
been most difficult, both as regards stocks of 
manufactured merchandise and raw matcrial, and 
the continuous flow of official orders and regula- 
ions with which your management must keep 
abreast. The rate of gross profit was never 
equitable at any time, and new fixed ceiling prices 
as they arise. affect the gross profit of your busi- 
hess, but by Keeping the overheads as low as 
Possible and giving the minimum of | service, 
beyond the quality of the merchandise, we have 
maintained a profit which, though low, could 
easily have been much lower. 

Your Company is interested, directly or indirectly, in. a 
ercat number of ,.commoditics: a shortage prevails in 
Practically all of them on account of short supply and 
restricted importation. This gencral shortage, with the 
Government prioritics, aggravates an alteady difficult 
situation of trading. 1 would take as a criterion the FUR 
teade, where imports are barred, the ercat fur trade of this 
country being lost to the U.S.A. For confirmation one necd 
only read the speeches in the House cof Commons made 
reeently by the Government spokesman at the time when 
relief was given to the trade (relicf which came too late 
to help the year under review) to appreciate the cxtent of 
the raw deal that was aiven. to. this particular trade.

As for the FURNISHING side of your business, a ratio 
of gross profit has been devised which may suit a ereat 
body of traders, who sell within their. stores commoditics 
other than furniture, but where the specialised furniture 
trade is practised the profit is inadequate to nmicet the over- 
head charees and provide an adequate surplus. In the 
two foregoing sections your Company have one million of 
capital invested which did not yicld a satisfactory return. 

In the CLOTHING sectior there is a very areat shortage 
of supplics, which promises to be worse. and it has been 
from departments of this kind (that have had a better deal 
than most. sections) that we have been able to contribute 
to sections of the. business that have been unable to hold 
their own. Profits have had to be sufficient to pay the 
overhead charges and to help other parts of the business. 

It is to be hoped that the Government will, in their 
wisdom, provide sufficient for the 
people at home, whose wardrobes are very much depleted. 
The quality of merchandise leaves a lot to be desired; stocks 


are kept as low as possible so that when the qualitics for. 


whieh we have becn known are again available we shall 
be free to deal with them. 

In the year under review, various sections of our trade 
fought to get some of the stringent orders rescinded or 
reduced, and I am glad to say that the Government have 
made certain changes, and though the supply of labour is 
very short, as is the supply of raw material, we hope that 
we are now in a year in which the position will be mproved 
by comparison with the past year. 

{ conclude my remarks by saying that this year, which we 
hope and believe will be our victory year, will sce the end 
of many of the restrictions.

FESTIVAL 


Astonishing Revelation of Talent 


Mr. Louis Golding, adjudicating at the first Annual 
National Jewish Drama Festival at Toynbee Hall on Sunday, 
oreamised by the Federation of Jewish Youth Socictics. 
said that the most encouraging fact was that it had been 
a erand evening of theatre. I entirely agree. The acting 
was as good as the best to be seen at amateur festivals: 
the playwriting was startling in the unexpected heights 
which it reached ' 


Three Original plays were presented and, personally. I 


was astounded to find that here was a bustling workshop, 
full of cager sincere young men and women, who not 

had a deep love of the theatre, but were also imbued with 
a profownd sense of Judaism and out of these two emotions 
were building Up & movement which stood cvery chance of 
being transformed into @ real Jewish National Theatre. 
How different from the days of my own youth, when 
Jewish Literary Societies used to produce Pinero and 
Galsworthy, and how sad it is to think that it is certainly 
Hitler, with his policy of race-consciouspess, to whom we 
owe this change. 

Mr. H. R. Goulkiman, author and part producer of the 
winning play. “ The Gates Will Open” (presemted by the 
Waterpark Club, Manchester). is evidently, by instinct. a 
man of the theatre, @ poet. with a song to sing in drama. 
His play tells, by means of oratory, mime, music, ballet. 
and dialogue, the tale of Isracl’s persecution throughout the 
centuries: always the dramatic tension is sustaincd. This 
form of symbolism belongs to the notodern experimental! 
school, of which R. H. Ward and the Unity Group are the 
chief exponents In the case of our present author onc 
can see the influence of Jewish mysticism: but Macterlinck, 
Thornton Wilder, and even Mr. Pricst®m (in onc scene 
which came pertiousty near to “ They Came to a City “’) 
have all helped to inspire him. ft will be interesting to see 
how Mr. Gouldman develops.
